The new prices in San Francisco and 
vicinity, and elsewhere, will be sub¬ 
ject monthly to slight advance or de¬ 
cline according to the advance or de¬ 
cline of the butter market, as butter 
is the basis of cream values.

Willard Pease, son of Prank Pease, 
■was close to death twice Wednesday 
afternoon. While he was peering at 
the grim specter in the form of a 
corpse, floating in the waves off 
Coyote Point, he was shot by an un¬ 
identified hunter from the brush be¬ 
hind and narrowly missed death, sev¬ 
eral birdshot taking effect in his 
scalp. So close was the main force of 
the discharge that Pease’s hat was 
knocked off. 

Pease was treated at his home for 
the slight wounds he sustained. 

* The corpse which he saw turned out 
to be that of R. Olsoff, captain of a 
barge plying between San Francisco 
and San Mateo. Olsen was drowned 
last Monday when he fell from the 
deck of the barge.

Complete Peace Will Threw 
Extra Burden on Food Re¬ 
sources of America 

(Issued by U. S. Food Administration 
for California.) 

While the victories of the allied and 
American armies on the west front, the 
collapse of Bulgaria, and the impending 
breakdown of Turkey bring Joy to the 
people of America, the spirit of op¬ 
timism kindled by these sledge-ham¬ 
mer blows given to the Germans seri¬ 
ously endanger the food campaign of 
the nation. 

Our people must be made to under¬ 
stand that complete peace would add 
to the gravity of the food problem. 
The surrender of Bulgaria did not add 
a pound to the available food supply 
of the world for the present year. 

It did throw on the Allies and on 
the United States the added burden of 
saving the people of Bulgaria from 
starvation. If Turkey should ask 
peace, the Turks must be fed. Food 
is the great tranquilizer. 

Complete peace will leave fully 200,- 
000,000 people in the ring surrounding 
the Central Empires absolutely de¬ 
pendent on world charity for food. 
Their own food supplies cannot be in¬ 
creased until next summer and fall. 

While there is food available In re¬ 
mote districts of the world, It can not 
be made immediately accessible owing 
to the shortage of shipping. We muet 
realize that war-time economy must 
continue after the coming of peace. 
We must learn to appreciate the fact 
that regardless of the ending of the 
war, it Is only by rigid saving, by self- 
denial, by the practice of the closest 
economy, that the food supply of the 
world can be made to meet the de¬ 
mands upon it. 

Food is winning the war. It is do¬ 
ing more. It is binding men of all na¬ 
tions into closer relations which, after 
the thunder of the guns has ceased, 
will make fer lasting good will and 
enduring peace. 

In the dark hours we saved to win 
the war. In the cheering news from 
across the ocean is an increased de¬ 
mand for still greater saving.

How to Servo Them Without Fuss and 
Fairly Aesthetically. 

To be living up to its best possibili¬ 
ties breakfast should be: 

First.—Very attractive, because most 
persons are not very hungry in the 
morning. 

Second.—Quickly prepared, because 
nine-tenths of American women have 
no servants, and even servants appre¬ 
ciate a few minutes more of sleep in 
the morning. 

Third.—Decidedly nourishing, because 
it is a light meal, and what there is of 
it must give up sufficient energy to 
start one off shipshape. 

The wise housewife takes especial 
pains to have a dainty breakfast serv¬ 
ice, and even if she is limited for time 
in the preparation of breakfast she will 
spend a due proportion of that time in 
seeing that the table is laid attractive¬ 
ly. and the special breakfast dishes, 
such as marmalade jar. egg cups, toast 
rack or coffee service, should be kept 
in immaculate freshness. 

In order to make it possible to pre¬ 
pare breakfast in the minimum amount 
of time as much as possible should be 
done the night before. At least one 
should always know exactly what one 
is going to have in the matter of sup¬ 
plies. Orange juice cau be squeezed 
and left standing all night if it is care¬ 
fully covered, and it is also possible to 
look over and wash fruit that is to be 
served In the morning and not give it 
any further attention. If cooked cereal 
is to be use<^ it should be cooked in a 
tireless cooker, and for this reason it is 
worth w'hile for any housewife to have 
such a contraption, even if it consists 
of only a single compartment.
